To Amend 
Land Acts 


THE Second reading of the Trans- 
port Bill will be taken in the 
Senate next Wednesday. 

Senators G. Sweetman, J. J. 
Counihan and P. F. Gaxter will 
introduce for first reading a Bill to 
amend the Land Purchase Acts in 
various respects. 

A motion in the names of 
Senators J. Tunney and M. Smyth 
calls for legislation to -provide for 
guaranteed prices for all agricultural 
produce and live-stock, and the re- 
constitution of the Agricultural 
Waecs Board in order to afford 
agricultural workers with direct 
representation. 

Senator J. J. Counihan has given 
notice of an amendment to this 
motion deleting the reference to 
rates on agricultural land at the 
fixed prices, and substituting the 
words “for the stabilisation of 
rates prevailing in 1914-15.” Senator 
Counihan also proposes to delete 
the words in the motion calling for 
measures to provide for the worker 
a wage adequate to the needs of 
himself and his family, and substi- 
tuting “the highest wage which the 
agricultural industry in the different 
areas can afford to pay.” 

Senator M. Hayes will move the 
election of Senator T. J. O'Donovan 
as Deputy-Chairman of the House, 
and it is unlikely that the motion 
will be opposed.

choice between two fairly well 
defined—though complementary 
and converging—lines of attack. 
On the one hand, the sum of 
employment might be increased. 
On the other, the produce of 
industry might be so redistributed 
as to provide a _ reasonably 
equitable share of life’s necessi- 
ties and amenities for all—and, 
incidentally, to give the worker 
shorter hours of labour and 
less oppressive conditions of 
employment. Faced by that 
choice, the leaders of the United 
States—where the sum of 
national wealth had increased as 
the figures of unemployment 
rose to unprecedented levels— 
decided that the only effective 
remedy lay in the organisation 
of vast schemes of public utility 
as sources of increased employ- 
ment. So came America’s 
“new deal” and the State’s first 
acceptance of responsibility for 
the victims of a new industrial 
dispensation. When faced with 
the same problem, British states- 
men elected to pursue a line of 
compromise between ameliorative 
measures and the organisation of 
State-sponsored relief works. 
Schemes to provide employment 
were designed to aid private 
enterprise, rather than to throw 
full responsibility on the broad 
shoulders of the whole com- 
munity. i i 
Despite all such temporising 
measures, the roll of British un- 
employed rose to more than two 
millions, and the State was com- 
pelled to take direct action to 
meet the exigent needs of areas 
whose sources of employment 
had disappeared. Experience of 
the emergency works then under- 
taken showed that they were 
both inadequate and hopelessly 
uneconomic. They had been 
adopted as a means to combat 
the demoralising results of idle- 
ness subsidised by dole payments, 
and proved to be of so little effect 
that recourse again was had to 
simpler and more direct means 
of relief. The experience so 
gained, taken together with the 
prospects of seriously increased 
unemployment in post-war years, 
called for a comprehensive review 
of the interwoven problems of 
idleness, poverty and ill-health.

No university in these islands yet 
offers a course of study of the 
drama. In American universities, 
indeed, the dramatic school 
usually flourishes; but this is 
merely a trifle in a programme 
that offers lectures in salesman- 
ship, journalism, and motor-car 
engineering. It is stressed, how- 
ever, that there is no desire to 
establish a school of acting at 
Oxford. The school of drama, in 
whose foundation Sir Alexander 
is interested, would be required 
“to study the history of drama in 
various countries and ages, and 
to co-ordinate this work as closely 
as possible with that already done 
in the existing honour schools, 
especially those of language and 
literature.” “That is all to the 
good. A university is not a 
technical school, and any 
university worth its salt will resist 
any attempt to make it into a 
technical school. Academic study 
is its concern; but it is no more 
its business to produce actors 
than to produce butchers, bakers, 
or candlestick-makers. There is 
a good deal to be said, on the 
other hand, for the academic 
study of both drama and films, 
on the lines indicated, at Oxford. 
Drama is capable of separation 
from. literature in general; but it 
is rather less capable of the 
separation that is usually imposed 
on it in universities from the 
stage. The film is a much more 
difficult matter. One will look 
forward with interest to the 
publication of the views of the 
Oxford commission; but it well 
may be found that there does not 
exist yet a sufficient body of good 
films to form the foundation of a 
course of academic study.

The total costs of benefits to be 
paid and administrative expenses 
are estimated - at  £23,000,000 
aanually,. of which about one-sixth 
would contributed by the tax- 
payer and five-sixths jointly by the 
employer and the wage earner. For 
men the weekly contribution would 
be threepence, plus a f three- 
pence from the employer. Boys, 
women and girls under 18, and their 
employers, would jointly contribute 
on a scale varying from twopence 
to fourpence weekly. All contribu- 
tions would be made as an addition 
to weekly single-stamp payments to 
the general social-security fund. 

Benefits to be paid fall under two 
principal headings — temporary 
allowances during incapacity for 
work, and nsions in case of 
permanent disablement. in the 
case of a married man with one 
child the allowance would be 
£2 8s. 9d. for the first 13 weeks of 
disablement, after which he would 
receive a conditional pension of 
£2 7s. 6d. weekly. Im cases of 
gs disablement sions would 

on a reduced scale. Compensa- 
tion for minor injuries would be in 
the form of gratuities or special 
allowances. In addition to all such 
payments, recipients would be 
entitled to free hospital and other 
medical treatment. 

In fatal cases dependents would 
be entitled to pensions varying from 
£1 16s. weekly for a widow, with 
supplementary allowances to other 
relatives in proportion to their 
degree of dependence. The scale of 
such allowances is complicated, and 
—as in all provisions of the whole 
plan+-depends on the proposed 
intimate relationship between the 
workmen’s compensation and other 
branches of the whole social security 
and health organisation, as outlined 
in the Beveridge plan and modified 
in the official White Paper. 

In that connection, it is interest- 
ing to note that the Bishop of 
Clonfert takes the view that his 
general proposals would tend to 
reduce the costs of workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance. Some indica- 
tion of the means by which that 
result might be achieved would be 
ees addendum to the Bishop’s 
plan.

Conversations have taken siúil 
with a soft-spoken, blue-eyed and 
fair-headed young man called Jim 
Phelan.
